The seventh section gives power to the 
School Commissioners aad County Judges to 
appoint the candidates for the Normal School. 
Weare at s loss to see what there is in the of- 
fice of a County Judge which singles him out 
as the depositary of u power. Why not 
Jet the pupils come from the diffcrentpuaties 
without any local intervention, and those found 
to be best qualified of the candidates from the 
county chosen’ The same section fixes the 
number of candidates al one for each county 
and one in addition from each district entitled 
40 a representative. This provisien would 
give this county only five, and as we have but 
two representative distriets, although entided 


te four representatives, it might be construed, 


as entitling us only to three. Each county in 
the State is to have ome candidate—and this 
eounty which is equal in popelation to some 
doten of other counties, will thus lose Ita fair 
proportion. In case there is no candidate from 
some other counties, or the one offered is pro- 
nounced unfit, there is no provision for supply- 
ing the vaecaney from other counties. Aa 4 
Normal School is designed to elevate the ebar- 
acter of the teachers of the State, and not te 
furnish gratuitous instruction to residents of 
‘ho different counties, it may well be anid tha: 
‘the dest policy is to take the candidates who 
are best prepared, from whatever county they 
come. Sach is the course pursued in Mates 
chase tt, and we believe im other eastern States. 
Possibly, the provision in question may be de | 
wanded by local pride—and the importance 
ibeory, and a concession te sectional prejudices.
